Gadsden, Ala., October 21.—(Special.) 
One of the most unique damage sults 
ever tried in Etowah county has been 
decided in the city court of Gadsden 
before Judge J. H. Disque, when a 
verdict for $5,000 was awarded to Mrs.

McMahan was later placed on trial 
and witnesses testified to unlawful 
relations between the defendant and 
the dead man’s widow, who later bit- 
terly denied the charges, saying that 
their relations were entirely proper.

MEDICAL EXAMINATIONS IN THE SCHOOLS. 


Twenty mild cases of diphtheria have been Jocated in the public 
schools of the city, and the possibilities are that by the time the 
inspection is complete and all reports turned in the aggregate will 
reach one hundred cases. 

There is no cause for alarm in this disclosure, since the chil- 
dren are being isolated as fast as the cases are located, and the 
scientific precautions taken by the authorities make the possibilities 
of a spread of the disease practically nil. 

The most important phase of the situation is the decisive man- 
ner in which the value and indispensability of regular medical ex- 
amination of the public school population has been established. 

The inauguration of the feature is due to the initiative of Su- 
perintendent of Schools William M. Slaton, who recommended 
regular medical inspection of the city schools to the board of edu- 
cation in November of 1908, and who agitated the issue until the 
system became an accomplished fact. 

He is now endeavoring to broaden the scope of the work by 
increasing the staff of physicians and nurses, in order to secure 
that greater frequency-of visits essential to proper protection of 
the scholars and the city-at-large. 

It is Superintendent Slaton’s contention that a regular office, 
with office hours, should be provided for the ‘medical inspector of 
the schools, where he could receive patients outside of school hours. 
He also is desirous of having established in connection with this 
office a system of records that would insure the keeping on file 
of the medical history of each child who comes under the super- 
vision of the medical inspector. 

These suggestions should be materialized as soon as possible. 
One of the first requisites of the public school system is that the 
health of children and teachers should be scrupulously safeguarded. 
It has been shown that this end may best be accomplished by the 
detailed and persistent employment of the- medical inspection 
method. To render the latter continuously effective the innova- 
oo Superintendent Slaton suggests should be at once put into 
orce. 
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IF YOU ADD CORN TO COTTON? 


The Columbia (S. C.) State has discovered a unique way to 
apply cotton as a barometer of individual and, therefore, com- 
munity wealth in the southern states. 

“One bale of cotton,” says The State, “makes a summer trip. 
Ten bales make a touring cas, one hundred bales make a town 
house and one thousand bales make a steam yacht.” 

Pretty good, so far as it goes. : 

But it only scratches the potentialities of the southern states. 

For instance, the south’s increase in corn production this year 
is going to take up that slack in the nation’s corn yield about which 
the economists have been worrying.

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Now, then, if one bale of cotton makes a summer trip, one 
bale of cotton and one acre in corn make a summer trip and a bank 
account. 

If ten bales of cotton make a touring car, ten bales of cotton 
and ten acres in corn make a sufficiency in money and in food sup- 
plies to tide over the winter without paying tribute to the grangers 
of the west for grain and beef. 

We go no further with the illustration in-an individual sense, 
for the reason that more southern farmers raise ten than a hun- 
dred bales. 

But the reader can carry out the computation for himself, as 
it applies to counties and communities generally. 

The end of the little Sum in arithmetic would be that if the 
southern farmer generally hedged cotton with corn, he could have 
all the autos that were good for him, education of the right sort 
for his children, and, what is better than a town house or a steam 
yacht, a palace on his own acres and the facilities and luxuries of 
civijization at his very door. 

Some day the majority of farmers will indulge in that variety 
of mathematics. When they do, the rest of the country: will turn 
to the people of the south as the most-to-be-envied arithmeticians 
in the world.

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COLONEL BOOSTS 
SENATOR-LOOCE 


Roosevelt Takes Part in 
MassachusettsCampaign. 


Reception of the Colonel in 
Boston Enthusiastic---Nation- 
al Calamity to Defeat Lodge, 
oo Told the Bay State 

olk. 


Boston, Mass., October 21.—Declar- 
ing that it would be a calamity to the 
nation if Senator Lodge should fail of 
re-election, Theodore Roosevelt spoke 
here tonight in behalf of the republic- 
an party of Massachusetts. He said 
‘the senator was a friend of progres- 
sive legislation, and that there was 
no difference of opinion as to the basic 
principle of protection, as the repub- 
lican party stood solidly on the tariff 
commission plan as contained in its 
laSt national platform. 

The colonel! made no reference to the 
Payne-Aldrich bill, confining his re- 
marks to an indorsement of the tariff 
pfank of the republican state plat- 
form, and of the tariff board scheme. 
He said he was advocating the same 
political principles in his speech of to- 
night that he had advocated in all of 
his speeches during the summer, from 
the Rocky mountains to the eastern 
seaboard. ; 

Colonel Warmly Greeted. 

Colonel Roosevelt's reception in Bos- 
ton was an enthusiastic one... He spent 
the afternoon, away from the crowds, 
at the home of Dr. W. S. Bigelow, a 
brother-in-law of Senator Lodge, but 
when he appeared in public tonight 
the public gawe him one of the most 
striking demonstrations that he has 
received since his return from Africa. 

Colonel Roosevelt spent the night in 
Boston. He will depart for New Hamp- 
shire in the morning to make cam- 
paign speeches in Concord, Manches- 
ter and Nassau for Robert P. Bass, re- 
publican candidate for governor. 

When Colonel Roosevelt afeived at 
the arena where the rally fas held, 
he found a crowd which thronged the 
great building. Thousands of persons, 
unable to gain admittance, blocked the 
Street outside. As Colonel Roosevelt 
mounted the platform, he received one 
the most enthusiaStic greetings 
which has been given him on his trav- 
els during the last few months. 

Former Governor John L. Bates, Gov- 
ernor Draper and Senator Lodge made 
speeches, then the colonel was intro- 
duced. 

Asks Voters te Compare Attitude of 
Parties. 

“I cannot claim any merit for com- 
ing here,” said the colonel, “for I have 
for many years come to Massachusetts 
not to give strength, but to get it. 

“The opponent of Governor Draper 
has said that the tariff is an issue in 
this campaign,” he continued. “All I 
ask is that the voters compare the at- 


the tariff. Oh the republican side, there 
is no difference as to the principle to 
be observed. In every state the repub- 
licans are a unit in adherence to the 
principle expressed in the republican 
platform, that there shall be an equal- 
ization of the cost of production here 
and abroad. The difference has merely 
been as to the way of achieving the 
common purpose, and more and more 
we are coming into complete harmony 
as to the method to be adopted. Our 
opponents have no such harmony.” 

Tariff-Making System Unsatisfactory. 

The colonel read and commended the 
tariff plank in the Massachusetts re- 
publican platform, which indorses the 
plan for a tariff board. He said Pres- 
ident Taft, by working for the tariff 
board and for satisfactory tariff rela- 
tions with foreign countries, had point- 
ed out the way which the party was 
to follow. 

“Experience has shown that the 
present system of tariff-making is un- 
satisfactory,” the colonel continued.

RATES REDUCED 
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Atlanta Freight. Bureau 
Wins Fight. 


Petition, Which Was Granted, 
Calls for Reduction in Car- 
load Shipments of Special 
Iron Products to All Points 
in Georgia. 


By the vote of 8 to 2 the state rail- 
road commission yesterday morning 
granted the petition of the Atlanta 
Freight Bureau for a reduction in the 
rates on special iron products. 

Commissioners Hil] and Gray voted 
against the reduction. Commissioners 
Candler, Stevens and Hillyer voted 
for it. 

The petition for the reduction in the 
rates on special iron products was 
filed with the commission several 
months ago by the Atlanta Freight 
Bureau, representing the Anderson 
Hardware Company, Beck & Gregg and 
nearly a hundred other hardware deai- 
ers from various: points in the state. 
The petitioners were represented by 
Harry T. Moore, of the freight bureau, 


‘and Attorney Edgar Watkins. 


Carload Shipments Reduced. 


The petition called for a reduction 
in carload shipments of special iron 
products to al] points fn the state and 
differed from a previous, petition filed 
with the commission in which a reduc. 
tion was asked only to Junction points. 

The reduction granted by the com- 
mission is nearly 40 per cent of the 
present;rate, but applies only to car- 
load shipments of special iron prod- 
uets. In ‘the past shippers have been 
required by railroads to pay the same 
rate for a carload shipment as was 
required for a less than carload ship- 
ment. For instance, on a cariload of 
nails the shipper was charged the same 
rate per hundred pounds as was 
charged for a single shipment of 100 

ounds. \

Government and Press Pub- 
lishing Company ---- Govern- 
ment Stoutly Defends Its Ac- 
tion Against Paper. 


21.—Briefs on 
behalf of the government and the 
Press’ Publishing Company of New 
York -were filed in the supreme court 
of the United States today in what is 
termed the Panama libel] case. 

The case is that in which former 
President Roosevelt ordered the de- 
partment of justice to proceed against 
the publishers of The New York World 
because of the publication of stories 
to the effect that there had been fa- 
voritism in the purchase of the Pana- 
ma canal property from the French 
holders by which, capitalists, includ- 
ing Charles P. Taft, brother of the 
president; Douglas Robinson, brother- 
in-law of former President Roosevelt, 
and others were charged with having 
reaped great financial benefit. 

Because of the fact that The World 
circulated upon the government reser- 
vation at West Point the libel pro- 
ceedings were brought in the federal 
courts, and on the legality of this ac- 
tion depended the chief contentions of

“In effect,” says the government's 
brief, ‘“‘the published articles charge 
that Charles P. Taft, Douglas Robinson

Pierpont Morgan and others, acting 
through an American syndicate, 
tained control of the securities of the 
French company which owned the 
Panama cana] route and its properties 
for the approximate sum of $3,000,000.

Most as- 
surediy I do, but a great many who 
write me asking me té- give them 
treatment I have to tell them it will be 
absolutely essential for them to come 
to the office for an examination first 
at least.

‘dled effectively by mail. 

A man writes in that he is affected 
with syphilis, and he has had it for 
six or eight months, and the treatment 
he has received has been ineffective, 
but there are no external appearances 
of the disease much. We write back 


to him and.have him send us a sample 
of his blood, giving him ful} directions 
how to do this, and we make the 
proper examination and can advise him 
almost as well through the mail as we 
could if we had him at our office. 

On the other hand, providing this 
examination should prove to be unsat- 
isfactory and we can not determine 
accurately what his condition {s, we 
have to write back and tell him that

So it is in cases of kidney trouble, 
for instance. Very often a man writes 
us and telis us he is affected ina certain 
way. We tel] him how to send us a 
sample of his urine and on a thorough 
examination we can tell him quite a¢- 
curately what his condition is, pér- 
haps practically as well as we could 
if we had him at the office, and I thn 
would not hesitate to prescribe for 
him through the mail. 

At the same time, I can not con- 
demn too earnestly those men and 
companies who claim that ther can 
diagnose everything by the diagnosis 
blanks they send out through the mai!. 
for it is absolutely impossible to do 
this. Personally, I am very cautious 
about giving a positive opinion in 
these cases, or —re dlaznosi=« 
through correspondence, for patients 
often make mistakes. 

I just had an illustration of this a 
few days ago. A man wrote me that 
he was suffering from varicocele, and 
there was something about it that 
made me think it was somewhat 
doubtful, and I refused to prescribe for 
him through the mail without his ca!l- 
ing here for examination. 

When he called I found that it was 
a case of hydrocele, an entirely dif- 
ferent condition, a condition that I! 
was able to give him relief almost at 
once, not a cure, mind you. but I could 
at ast give him relief. for I was 
candia@ enough to tell the man that 
the little operation I performed was 
not a cure, or would not be a cure, 
and that he would have to have it 
repeated from time to time. 

Of course, he might,have gone toe 
some one who would have guaranteed 
him a cure, got a big fee, given him a 
written guarantee to cure him in a 
week or a month, and he would have 
thought that the guarantee was good, 
but after two or three months he 
would have found his mistake. 

Speaking of guarantees, I have just 
had an interesting experience in re- 
gard to this. A young man consulted 
ae summer and I gave him treat- 
ment for a month, and at the end of a 
month, while he was little benefited, 
yet not materially so, and he wrote 
me, asking me to give him a guaran- 
tee to cure him in a stated time. fT 
answered him, giving my reason why 
the guarantee was ALWAYS fraudu- 
lent, mever under any circumstances 
anything else, but a couple of days ago 
he called on me and admitted to ma 
that he had gone to a party who had 
guaranteed him a cure, and he had 
found out by sad experience that the 
guarantee was worth ee at all, 
and the cure the man gave him was 


worth less yet, and he returned te me 


because he knew he would get from 
me honest, conscientious service at 
least. 

As far as I am concerned, I would 
rather have a smaller fee and give my 
patients satisfaction. I believe it pays 
best in the end.

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RETROGRADE MOVEMENT 
IN THE LATE DEALINGS 


Stock Market Met With Obsta- 
cles to the Advance Early 
in the Day. 


New York, October 21.—The advance 
in stocks which was pushed with vigor 
during the earlier portion of the day 
encountered some obstacles later 
which resulted in a hesitat.-ng and ‘r- 
reguiar tone. A retrograde movement 
in the latier part of the day left final 
prices lower than the previous days 
clése. How far the halt in the specu- 
lation may have been due to misgiv - 
ings over the money pesition, did mot 
appear in any action of the money 
marker itself, that medium appearing 
invulnerable to the developments in- 
dicating a depletion of resources. Th2 
call loan rate was unaffected, and the 
tone of the money market itself was 
called somewhat easier. Estimates of 
the week's currency movement, how- 
ever. indicated another substanttal im- 
pairment of the cash belongings of the 
banks through the renewed demani 
from the interior. 

The subtreasury absorption proved 
smaller than last week, reaching oniy 
$1,217,000, but the total decrease with 
the interior shipments included was 
much larger, some estimates running 
to over $6,000,000. The probability thus 
is that the only way the banks 
can have avoided an impairment of the 
surplus is by continuing the policy of 
transfer of toans to the trust com- 
panies. The process serves tg keep up 
the banking position on its face, but 
the encroachment on available supplies 
on «credit is going on just the same, 
even though no actual increase of 
loans occurs. 

There ig the question also how far 
the bar to borrowing in London, raised 
by the increase in the Bank of Eng- 
land. discount rate, may have thrown 
back demands on the demand-lending 
institutions. The London discount mar- 
ket was strong today, and the effect 
was to carry foreign exchange ra’es 
here another degree nearer the level 
of profit on gold exports. This combi- 
nation of circumstances bearing upon 
the money market position seemed to 
arouse the solicitude of the speculative 
element. 

A change of speculative sentiment 
was traceable partly to a _ suspicion 
that new forces had taken up the mar- 
ket leadership, whose powers and re- 
sources dre not so much relied on as 
the banking interests credited with the 
initiative in the present upward move- 
ment. The pronounced pressure whicu 
developed against the copper indus- 
trials gave color to a supposition of 
cleavage in market sentiment between 
great financial groups. The decline in 
the coppers was in sympathy with the 
sharp advance in the London price of 
the. metal, which. was accompanied by 
a corresponding advance in the price 
of copper securities in that market. 
Reports of labor trouble on the Mis- 
souri Pacific hurt thay stock.

WEEK’S TRADE REVIEWED. 


What Commercial Agencies 
Say About Business. 

New York, October 21.—R. G. Dun 
& Co.’s Weekiy Review of Trade to- 
morrow will say that the actual vol- 
ume of trade is well maintained, and 
the hopeful business sentiment which 
has been in evidence the last two 
weeks continues. Retail trade is some- 
what affected by the unseasonable 
warm weather, but reports from most 
of the leading cities are quite satis- 
factory and reflect a cheerful view as 
to the outlook. 

Wit@® prominent raflroads signifying 
theirgintention to place more liberal 
contracts for needed equipment next 
mont#, the outlook in iron and steel is 
now somewhat brighter. Conditions 
‘are still mixed at leading pig iron cen- 
ters, although the aggregate volume of 
contracts coming forward is by no 
means small. The bulk of the demand 
is for immediate requirements only, In 
structural steel, current business !s not 
up to expectation, but greater activ- 
lity is looked for in the near future. 

The advance in brown goods, 
denims, tickings and plaids is the fea- 
ture.in the dry goods markets. Bleach- 
ed cottons have sold freely to jobbers 
and manufacturers, but fine and fancy 
fcottons did not participate in the ac- 
tivity to any great extent. The demand 
has fallen off since cotton declined. 
Iixport trade is restricied by high 
prices. Dress goods rule very quiet, 
but men's wear agents report a fair 
business. Western jobbers are doing 
a very fair business, but eastern mar- 
kets manifest conservatism. 

Orders for shoes again shows some 
increase this week, but the trade con- 
tinues considerably below norma) for 
this time of vear. The leather mar- 
kets are generally firm, but the de- 
mand is less active. The domestic hide 
markets continue to weaken and prices 
on certain kinds of packer hides have 
receded about half a cent. Trade Is 
on a moderate scale, and buyers are 
holding off mostly because of large 
receipts of cattle in the west and the 
consequent increases in the slaughter.

COTTON THE PAST WEEK; 
REVIEW OF THE MARKET 


New York, October 21.—Though 
prices of cotton have received a sharp 
setback of $3 a bale or more, the Dulls 
look upon it as only a natura] reac- 
tion after a rise of nearly $10 a bale. 
Prolonged favorable weather has had 
some effect on prices. So has the in- 
crease in receipts. More than all, 
however, the long account had become 
unwieldy and when large southern 
operators and seemingly certain spot 
interests started to sell] they were 
naturally followed by the smaller 
traders and a violent.decline was the 
unavoidable consequence. Besides, the 
south has sold rather more freely on 
hedges and Liverpool has also sent 
selling Orders. Spinners evidently 
were surprised at the sharp break in 
raw cotton and, therefore, have- pur- 
chased ‘less freely. Then, tov, some 
big spot interests here are supposed 
to be against the market. tcom 
traders have operated for a decline, be- 
lieving that the advance had been over- 
done. A still more potent factor was 
the growing impression that the crop 
has been understated, No talk is 
heard nowadays of a yield of only 11,- 
000,000 bales. Even some of the bulls 
who believe that ultimately prices 
must gO much higher frankly state 
that they look for a crop of 12,000,000 
bales. Some of the bears insist that 
the yield will, in all probabilities, 
mount to 13,000,000 bales. Spot mar- 
kets have been less active and have 
naturally yielded, to some extent, in 
company with futures. The Nationa! 
Ginners’ figures were not considered 
Stimulating to say. the least. Very 
prominent southern operators,- includ- 
ing leading Texas interests, are be- 
lieved to have sold on an enormous 
scale. 

Wall street and the west have been 
sellers. On the other hand, the bullish 
idea is deep-seated among a large class 
of cotton people, including some of 
large experience, who have had great 
success in the past, not excepting the 
season just ended. They think that 
even if prices should go off now fora 
time, they must ultimately reach a 
much higher point. Lancashire’s pros- 
pects for the season are believed to he 
good. Bar silver has of late been 
rapidly rising tn London, whereby the 
purchasing power of the Far East has 
been, theoretically, at least, consider- 
ably increased. Fall River’s sales of 
print cloths have been large and the 
tone of the cotton goods market is 
considered firm, even if there is less 
activity than recently, the fall in raw 
cotton having made buyers somewhat 
more cautious. Then, too, although 
the receipts at the ports and interior 
towns have increased, they are, after 
all. still on a very moderate scale. 

A long period of very favorable 
weather threatens now to be succeed- 
ed by crop scares. Certainly, within 
a few days the occurrence of fros§ 
in Texas and Oklahoma has made the 
market nervous. Spinners, moreover, 
although they are not buying on so 
large a scale as recently, are still.in 
the market steadily buving futures. 
Large spot interests, although they 
may be maneuvering for lower prices, 
are reported to be still buy - 
ing here. Agmerican and con- 
tinenta! buying tn Liverpoo! 
has at times figured largely in 
the transactions here. The bill of lad- 
ing difficulty has been adjusted. That 
of itself is considered very impor- 
tant. Of late, however, the disposition 
has been rather to sell than to buy 
for the time being, despite some killi- 
ing frosts in the southwest.

What Was Explanation. 
“What was the explanation”’ asked 
the newspapers: Not that the crown 
prince disliked public work. On the 


contrary. In one of the “Hochberg 
letters,” published in New York, tha 
crown prince had expressed satisfa>- 
tion at his father talking to him on 
public affairs, and the wording of the 
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letter showed plainly that he disliked 
being forced to play at life. Friedrich 
Wilhelm, too, is capable enough. He 
showed that during his military 
studies; and later at the home office, 
the ministry of finance and the admir- 
alty. Yet he has been forced to re- 
main a blank page to his future sub- 
jects; and never once has he opened 
hs mouth to show what manner of 
ruler they are to expect. True, when

The future of the Pacific coast mar- 
time interests, as well as high-class 
manufacturing industries, are largely 
dependent upon Alaska for fuel and 
for tonnage for the ships, as well as 
for a market Yor their products. The 
truth of this condition having gradu- 
ally become recognized has caused 
Alaska’s coal fields to become the 
bone of contention in confiilet betweén 
economical and political interests, with 
the usual effect that ‘‘while grass 
grows, the horse is starving," and cer+ 
tanitly-Alaska feels the pangof starva- 
tion for fuel, fits people ‘ng forced to 
import the poorest class of coal and 
pay therefore from $10 to $30 per 
ton, while the very best class of coal 
lies dormant within close proximity 
to their own doors.

(CHOLERA PLAGUE 


ALLS TRAVEL

22.—(Special.)—The 
ove cholera plague has almost 
flled foreign tourists’ travel in this 
country, as I intimated would be the 
case in a previous letter. There was 
to have been a pilgrimage of English 
Catholics to this city, but it has been 
postponed. The pope caused word to 
be sent to London that it would not be 
advisable that the proposed trip 
made now.

Mayor Nathan injures Himself. 
The attack made by Mayor Nathan 
on the Catholic church has injured that 
official considerably. Except in social- 
ist and anarchistic circles it is' agreed 
that Mr. Nathan took an unfair ad- 
vantage of his position in making the 
address, which was made on the recent 
anniversary of the occupation of Rome 
by the Italian government in 18790. 
Notwithsanding the defense of the 
socialist press, there can be no two 
opiniogs as to the extreme impropriety 
of the mayor's utterances as a public 
official, since he went out of his way 
to indulge in tirade against doctrines 
of the Catholic church. Rome has long 
ceased to take Signor Nathan and his 
speeches seriously, and there was a dis- 
position to ignore him, but his address 
has been brought into grave prominence 
by the publication of a-letter from the 
pope, who replies in vigorous terms 
against an attack on the church and 
!religion, which was couched in words 
' blasphemous as well as offensive, and 
‘delivered by a public official in the 
_ performance of his duty. 
_ The pope says Signor Nathan was not 
| satisfied- with recalling the anniversa- 
ry, but also dared to offend the doc- 
trines of the Catholic faith and the 


church,

His holiness added: 
the name of Rome, which, according to 
authoritative statement, should be hon- 
ored as the peaceful home of the su- 
preme pontiff, Signor Nathan aimed di- 
rectly at our spiritual jurisdiction, de- 
nouncing with impunity and holding up 
to public contempt even the acts of our 
apostolic ministry.” : 

The letter further denounces the 
words used by Signor Nathan against 
the divine essence of the church, the 
veracity of its dogmas, and the au- 
thority of its councils. Against these 
impieties the pope fidignantly pro- 
tests, calling the attention not only. of 
the Roman people, but of the faithful 
of the whole world, to the constant and 
ever-growing offenses against religion, 
which are, he stated, “perpetrated 
even by public authorities” in Rome 
itself, 

Think Papa) Decree Inopportune. 

Some of the French Sieheoe ana cler- 
ey helieve that the recent papal de- 
cree fixing the age for first communion 
in France at 7 years, is inopportune 
now, where the irreligious element in 
France has the upper hand. Some 
bishops fear the decree will destroy an 
opportunity for securing the religious 
education of the young in this coun- 
try. They may request Pope Pius to 
reconsider his action. As this particu- 
lar matter is one ef church discipline, 
the holy father may defer the enforce- 
ment of the decree. A dogma of faith 
once proclaimed by the pope must 
Stand, but a rule of conduct may be 
Suspended, or even abrogated, should 
the head of the Roman church deem it 
advisable.

HOME:BUILOERS 
COMING SOUTH 


By Rebert Lee Carter. 

New York, October 22.—(Special.)— 
People of the north and west are just 
coming to a realizing sense of the 
splendid possibilities of the south as a 


‘place for homes. In cofiversation the 
other day with a gentleman who has 
|} just returne@ from an extended tour of 
the country, he remarked that through- 
out the west and northwest there was 
great interest_in the south. People 
from those sections, solid substantid! 
Americar farmers, who had made their 
homes in the southern states, were 
A aga home in the most enthusiastic 
vein. 

“If the southern states,” he said, 
“were to take a leaf out of the Cali- 
fornia book and advertise what she 
has in the wav of farm lands, 
cost, productivity, nearness to markets, 
schools,, churches and other evidences 
of civilization, a stream of the very 
best immigration coul@ be _ started 
southward which’ would fill up the 
country with just the kind of people 
she needs. 

“It is not to Europe the south should 
look for immigrants to settle her va- 
cant lands and develop her limitiess 
natural resources. She should invite 
the northern artisan and western 
farmer. When the yankee goes south 
ahd fits himself to the conditions he 
finds there, he soon becomes as south- 
ern as the intensest southerner. That 
was shown in the ante-bellum times. 
Albert Pike was a northern man, so 
was John Slidell, and the most invet- 
erate southerners today are men who 
wore the blue and took up their abode 
in that section.after Appomattox. 

“Less than one-third of the tillable 
land’ at the south is cultivated, and 
here is the opportunity for the north- 
ern farmer who feels crowded. 

“Nor is that all. There is more 
wasted water power in the south than 
in the rest of the union besides. if 
we are going to ‘conserve’ our west, 
there is nothing for the northern capi- 
talist seeking investment, and the 
northern manufacturer seeking !loca- 
tion, to do but go south and harness 
the power that is awaiting them. 


“What the south needs to do is to 
let the people know what she has.” 


Trade Conditions in the South. 

New York’s corps of optimists has 
received a sturdy recruit in Joseph T. 
Howell, of Nashville, Tenn., who has 
taken charge of the Carnegie Trust 
Company. 

When asked in regard to trade con- 
ditions in the south, Mr. Howell pointed 
out that the situation there, from an 
all-roung standpoint, was a very fa- 
vorable one. He added: “Crop pros- 
pects are excellent. Merchants have 
been enjoying prosperous times for 
some little time, and all indications 
point to a continuation of this reason- 
ably good and up-to-the average at 
this season. 

“With regard to the monetary situa- 
tion, 1 can say that money just now is 
close, as is eustomary at this period. 
This condition is not at all unusual, is 
always expected, and provision is made 
to meet it. It is occasioned by the 
fact that the city merchants are dis- 
counting their eastern bills; country 
merchants and country banks are car- 
Trying the farmer, and as the couniry 
merchant will not be able to pay his 
country banker nor his city merchant 
until the crops are marketed, easy 
conditions in money are not looked for 
until the middle or latter part of De- 
cem ber. 

“This condition is not peculiar to any 
particular section of the south, but 
obtains all over that territory, and is 
attributable entirely to the fact that 
it is the crop section rather than the 
manufacturing.” 


Predicts Democratic Victory. 

P. D. Barker, postmaster at Mobile, 
Ala., who was in New York recently, 
is convinced that the election will re- 
sult ina democratic victory. Mr. 
Barker has long been at the head of 
the Mobile postoffice. Formerly there 
were referees in democratic states of 
the south to pass upon the question of 
patronage. These, in’a great measure, 
have been disposed with, but Mr. Bar- 
ker’s judgment is relied upon largely 
by the administration ,in the distribu- 
tion of the plums in Alabama. Mr. 
Barker is a native of New York, but 
married a southern woman years ago. 
He has been visiting a son up-state, 
and spent some days in New York city. 

‘Tt seems to be in the air all over 
New York that the democratic ticket 
will make a clean sweep,’ said Mr. 
Barker. “Mind you,’ he continued, 
“such a victory will’ not be a demo- 
cratic triumph so much as an anti- 
Roosevelt victory. Things are in :

AND COMMUNITY CENTERS 


Wash., October 22.—(S5pe- 
business men and ed- 
ucators from various parts of ‘the 
northwestern and Pacific states will 
meet in Spokane on November 17, to 
discuss plans prepared by the country 
life commision of Washington for the 
establishment of redirected rural 
schools and community centers. This 
is the initial step of a national move- 
ment, co-operative with the state de- 
partments of education, to teach the 
fundamental principles of agricultural 
and domestic economy and manual and 
industrial training. 

David Brown, of Spokane, chairman 
of the state commission, appointed ‘by 
Governor Hay a year ago, announces 
that the plans prepared for a model 
community center include a consoli- 
dated country school, with a curricu- 
lum that will be far in advance of the 
present rural school idea by teaching 
the practical things of modern life. 

“Primarily, the school gs for the av- 
erage boy; whose instit tional educa- 


Ignorance of farming and inertia have 
become so widespread and so heavy as 
to constitute a national menace. It is 
the result of neglected agriculture and 
the decline of farming interest.” 

Mr. Brown said that the chief aim of 
the conference in Spokane, during the 
week of the third national apple show, 
when growers from many districts in 
the United States and Canada are as- 
semblied, is to arouse intelligent public 
sentiment in a plan to make farm life 
so attractive that the average boy and 
girl will have no desire to rush to the 
city, also to attract more city dwellers 
to the farm. -. 


The country life school plant is de- 
signed to occupy ten acres of land. It 
will be formed by consolidating a num- | 
ber of schools, taking in an area of 
thirty-six square, miles, which will 
make the most distant point from the 
school about three miles. In ‘addition. 
to the school buildng, there will be a 
cottage for the principal, athletic and 
playgrounds, propagating gardens, pic- 
nic groves, models of good roads and 
irrigating plants apd orchard and farm 
plots. 

“The teachers will be men and wom- 
en with red blood in their veins,” Mr. 
Brown added, “and able to adapt them- 
selves to the high ideals of a center 
and school of the type outlined, rather 
than technical education. The school 
will be in charge of a principal, who 
has been educated in practical agri- 
cultural as wéll as advanced school 
studies. j / 

“Thousands of letters have been re- 
ceived by the commission from prat- 
tically every state in the “union, and 
we have reasons to believe that this 
rural educational movement willl meet 
with favor in the larger cities as wall 
as in the country districts, as every 
titizen must be interested in maintain- 
ing the growth and development of the 
country’s agricultural resources.”

These lads, who must already... be 
members of some camp of scouts, will. 
be taken in charge by one of the num- 
ber of famous scouts accompanying the 
101 Ranch outfit and for two’days will 
live at the show. The plainsmen hav- 
ing them in charge will give them les- 
sons in riding, lariat throwing, cook- 
ing, trailing and ‘other things of use 
on the plains _and in the open gener- 
ally. The boys. will be provided with 
special tents, and will‘eat at a special 
table, provided for their use, They 
will at all times be under the direct 
care of the scout assigned to look after 
them. 3 

Interest Growing itn Movement, 

Less than thirty days -ago. Atlanta 
Camp-No. 1, Boy Seouts of America, 
was organized in this city, following 
the establishment of hundreds of. simi- 
lar camps in practically all of «the 
larger cities of the country. The or- 
ganization. which is of English origin, 
gained a foothold in this country only 
a few months ago, but already more 
than a quarter of a’million boys have 
been enrolled in the various camps 
which are now.to be found from Maine 
to California. °- ~ ; 

Locally the movement’ was begun by 
Robert S. Cherry, a member of the 
Seventeenth regiment, now. stationed at 
Fort McPherson. On September 15 Mr. 
Cherry organized At@anta Camp No. 1 
at Fort McPherson, enrolling eighteen 
members @s a starter. There are now 
twenty-two members,.and other appli- 
cations are coming in. In addition to 
this. so rapidly has the enthusism 
among the parents ang ochildren spread 
that Mr. Cherry has already received 
pressing invitations to organize camps 
in at least five other sections of tha 
city. In almosi every instance, too, it 
is pointed out the parents are fully -s 
enthusiastic over the proposition as 
are the boys. 

What the Organization Is. 

The America Boy Scout movement 
sends the lads who enlist Into the 
woods to learn the almost lost art of 
tracking. It teaches the use of the 
compass, the ability to find protection 
and a measure of comfort under wild 
and unfamillar conditions. It teaches 
self-reliance, courage, truth, honor, 
poise, strength of mind and body, kind- 
ness, patriotism and a combination of 
book knowledge. with real life.

The scout’s law: 

1. A scout’s honor is to be trusted. 
If a scout says, “On my honor it is so,” 
that means that it is so, just as he had 
taken a most solemn oath. 

Similarly, if a scout ‘officer says to a 
scout, “I trust you’on your honor to do 
this,”- the scout is bound to carry out 
the order to the very best of his abil- 


ity, and to let nothing interfere a, 


his doing it. 

If a scout were to break his honor 

by telling a lie, or by not carrying out 
an order exactly, when trusted on his 
honor to do so, he would cease to be a 
scout and must hand over his scout 
badge, and never be allowed to wear it 
ugain. 
2. A scout is loyal to his parents, to 
his superiors,..to his country, and to 
his employers. He must stick to them 
threugh thick and thin against anyone 
who is their enemy, or who even talks 
badly of them. 

3. A scout’s duty is to be useful and 
to help others. And he is to do his 
duty before anything else, even though 
he gives up his.own pleasure or com- 
fort or safety to do it. When in diffi- 
culty to know which of two things to 
do, he must ask himself, “Which is my 
duty?”’—that is, “Which is best for 
other people?”—and do that one. « He 
must be prepared at’any time to save 
life or to help injured persons. And 
he must do a good turn to somebody 
every day. 

4, A seout is a friend to all, and a 
brother to every other scout, no mat- 
ter to what social class the other be- 
longs. 

Thus. if a seout meets another scout, 
even ‘though a stranger to him, he 
must speak to him, and help him in 
any way that he can, either to carry 
out the duty he ts then doing, or by 
giving him food, or, as far as possible, 
anything that he may be in want of. 
A scout must never be‘a snob. A snob 
is one who looks down upon another 
because he is. poorer, or who is poor 
and resents another because he is rich. 
A scout accepts the other man as he 
finds him, and makes the best of him. 

5. A scout is a protector of girls and 
women at all times—and he holds this 
a sacred duty. 

6. A scout ts courteous. That is, he 
is polite to all—but especially to wom- 
en and children, and old people and 
invalids, cripples, ete. And he must not 
take any reward for being helpful or 
courteous. 

7. A seout is a friend to animals. He 
should save them, as far as possible. 
from pain, and should not kill any ani- 
mal unnecessarily—for it is one of 
God's creatures. 

8. A scout obeys orders of his patrol] 
leader or scout master without ques- 
tion. Even if he gets an order he does 
not like, he must do as soldiers and 
sailors do, he must carry it out all the 
same, because it is his duty, and after 
he has done it he can come and state 
any reasons against it; but he must 
carry out the order at once. 

9. A scout smiles under a!l circum- 
stances. Scouts never grouch at hard- 
ships, nor whine at each other, nor 
swear when discommoded. 

10. A seout is thrifty. That is. he 
saves every penny he can, and pute, it 
into the bank. so that he may have 
money to keer himself when he is out 
of work, and ihus noi make himself 
a burden to others, or that he may 
have money to cive away to others 
when thev need it. 

11. The scout’s motto 
prepared.”
